It’s Saturday morning. The snow clad mountains beyond the 
valley to the right as the Chicago Northwestern-Union Pacific 
Zephyr glides into town sparkle like huge diamonds as they greet 
a glorious morning sun from over prairie way. A hurried trip to 
the yards and the hill discloses a splendid array of Aberdeen-An- 
gus entries, more noticeable for numbers in the breeding classes. 
Where usually a smattering of breeding cattle are huddled in a 
corner of the big wooden barn along the tracks, there now are 
numbers sufficient to occupy one complete section with a slight 
overflow in still another section. That display of Bonnie Blacks is 
certain to attract attention as well as the admiration of the thous- 
ands who are to pass up and down these alleys during the week. 
The Junior feeding calves are in the loft of the big brick barn near 
the outlet that leads to the yards down the valley. Can’t go to 
the yards until we pass through the string of calves assembled here 
by the boys and girls not only of Colorado, and adjoining states, 
but from far distant states as well. If numbers are the basis for 
consideration the Aberdeen-Angus are not to fare so well, but a 
peek beneath the blankets leads us to believe that the sleek, full 
hammed, wide backed, deep sided blacks will be able to take care 
of themselves even though they are far in the minority. 

Now we are off to the yards, a nice morning stroll down grade, 
the crisp mountain air is inspiring and con- 
ditions one’s mind for keen observation. As

form. Here and there were to be found groups of spiendid reds, 
whites and roans selected especially for this great annual event. 
There was but a single load of fats wearing black coats and anoth- 
er single load of calves of the same color in the feeder section. Not 
a big showing, but they were dynamite. For, as the show wore 
on A. H. Schmidt’s load of fat Aberdeen-Angus, bred in the hills 
of Wyoming on his own fine ranch near Laramie and fitted at his 
famous Tarkio Experimental station near Kansas City held the 
fort, proved impregnable, sustained the Black Banner and unfurled 
the big purple grand championship ribbon on the Aberdeen-Angus 
flag staff. Folks by the thousands peered through the fence and 
hundreds were admitted to the pen for closer inspection. Without 
exception did they admire the individual animals and congratulate 
Grover Moritz who had looked after preparing these grand bullocks 
for the show. Schmidt and Moritz form a happy combination not 
alone in and about a winning load at the show but at home where 
they constantly confer and work together like one man. Two more 
appreciative nor observing souls ever worked around a feed lot. 
The Hadleys of Nebraska, long time producers of high class 
Aberdeen-Angus feeding cattle mustered courage sufficient to 
bring along a single load of calves which was split to make two 
show pens. Naturally they were first in the Aberdeen-Angus sec- 
tion for there was no competition. Later

The Thirty-third National Western Stock 
Show, held at Denver, January 28th to Feb- 
ruary 4th, has served the interests of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle to better advantage than 
has any combination or two or perhaps 
many shows in the past. The splendid win- 
ter circuit beginning here at Denver has 
given the Aberdeen-Angus breeders an op- 
portunity to bring their cattle before one 
of the most admiring audiences ever as- 
sembled about a cattle show. 

Denver is in the heart of the cattle coun- 
try, a country where Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle can and are being produced to the very 
best advantage by those who have pioneer- 
ed with this breed. Back in the hills thous- 
ands of Aberdeen-Angus cattle have been 
making for themselves a spot in the sun, 
for some of these herds have been in exist- 
ence for years, back as far as the early 80’s. 
Little has been heard from 
them because of the fact that 
even these herds produce but 
a slight fraction of the feeder 
cattle that come to market. 
Men interested in'feeding the 
best to be had have found 
these herds and the annual 
feeder crops have moved into 
the vast cattle trade early each 
season and as a matter of fact 
have been scarcely noticed. 
Nevertheless in their respect- 
ive communities the neighbors 
have been watching the blacks 
come along and go to market 
at a premium. The why has 
begun to sear its brand upon 
the minds of the men who 
watch their business closely 
and appreciate cattle that 
make a margin at the markets. 

It was largely this new 
knowledge of the adaptability 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle to 
this vast expanse of hill coun- 
try that so much interest was 
displayed about the stalls and 
around the arena when Judge Wayland 
Hopley, Aberdeen-Angus breeder and ex- 
porter, and extensive feeder at his Atlantic, 
Iowa, feeding and breeding plant, placed 
the splendid classes of sleek, full meated, 
short haired, short legged, deep bodied Ab- 
erdeen-Angus. As an old timer about the 
National Western arena the writer certain- 
ly admired the improvement evidenced in 
the Western herds, bred, fitted and shown 
by men in the west country. There is a 
very marked degree of improvement dis- 
cernable, and this relates to type, quality 
and fit. : 7 

It is sincerely hoped that the endeavors 
now being put forward to build this winter 
circuit into a permanent institution will be 
climaxed with the greatest of success. For 
certainly an annual trek across the hills to 
the coast country and back via the southern 
route will give our great breed its best op- 
portunity to meet the cattlemen at or near 
their own home fields of operation. Such an 
annual event should bring to the attention 
of these producers forcibly the merits of 
better bred, better made beef cattle of all 
breeds. There is ample room for all the 
high class cattle that can ever be produced 
in these hills and it will require more than 
the combined efforts of all breeders of all 
breeds to even make a respectable showing. 
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Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 


But we must be back to the show on the 
hill. Some sixteen owners led breeding cat- 
tle into the ring, and the ribbons were well 
scattered. Tolan’s aged bull, Eileenmere 
87th was looking fit as a fiddle and readily 
went to the head of his class, he is deep, 
thick and lowset, and one of three good 
aged bulls that paraded on this occasion. 
The two year old bull section consisted of 
six entrants and all were there, the class 
being headed by Elliott Brown’s Envious 
Blackcap B. 6th who has had his ups and 
downs the past season, however he looked 
better here at Denver than he has ever be- 
fore looked to us, and had no trouble going 
to the head of his class and then on down 
to senior and grand champion positions, de- 
feating in the finals Tolan’s junior yearling 
Hileenmere 191st who had come off victor- 
ious not alone in a splendid class of eleven

but also against the winners in the various 
junior class sections for the junior bull 
championship. 

Scripps brought his senior yearling, Evad- 
er of Wildwood, to the top in his section. 
He is a son of their great breeding bull Ban- 
dolier of Anoka. Hollinger came forward 
with Barmore 3d, a very promising son of 
Revolution 81st, to win the blue in a class of 
a dozen summer yearlings. Brown took both 
the calf classes with Erian B. 2d and En- 
vious Burgess B. respectively, both being 
sons of his grand champion bull Envious 
Blackcap B. 6th. Tolan again won the five 
bull group and Brown stood at the head 
with three bulls, while Tolan came back to 
win the two bull group. The bull groups 
drew a great deal of attention from the vis- 
itors who collected in goodly numbers to 
make close inspection. 

It had been a busy day, for the fat steers 
had been judged in the early morning and 
were followed by the breeding bulls. Hav- 
ing access to the arena and in view of the 
fact that the auction sale was to be held 
next morning at nine caused the judge to 
work later than usual. Several classes of 
cows and heifers were placed befcre night- 
fall. 

Hollinger won the class of aged cows 
with his splendid, typey matron, Chimera

Blackcap of Rosemere 111th was the run. 
nerup, she being by Eileenmere 61st whose 
progeny have been in such great demand 
The eight two year olds formed with Esta. 
mere, the 1939 International grand cham- 
pion female at the top, and she sustained 
her Chicago record here. Next stood Brown’s 
Elba B. 7th. The grand champion is a 
daughter of the Hollinger show bull Repeat- 
er of Wheatland and Elba B. is a daughter 
of Brown’s great breeding bull Envious 
Marshall 3d. Tolan won the senoir yearling 
group with Blackcap Tolan 60th a daughter 
of the famous Eileenmere 32d and Brown 
held the ranking position in this group of 
eight real heifers with Erianna B. 4th by 
Blackcap Revolution B. 3d, she being anoth- 
er one with plenty of show 
yard backing. 

The younger things were a 
wonderful lot throughout as 
were the older females. And 
as is always the case these at- 
tractive young things won the 
admiration of a big ringside. 
Chimera of Wheatland 8th a 
full sister to Hollinger’s many 
first prize winning females, 
being a daughter of old Revo- 
lution 41st, was held in second 
place by Tolan’s good heifer 
Blackberry 74th. There were 
eight in this class too. The 
summer yearling section 
brought nine fine young things 
to the rail. Tolan scored first 
again, this time with Burgess 
Duchess a daughter of Double 
Burgess. Her runnerup was 
found in Elba B. 13th another 
of Brown’s daughters of Black- 
cap Revolution B. 3d. Ten sen- 
ior heifer calves came along 
the rail when they were led by 
the Scripps entry, Blackbird 
Bella 5th, a daughter of Black Bandolier. 
Tolan stood second with a daughter of 
Hanes Eileenmere that had been named 
Blackeap Effie R. 3d. Tolan scored first in 
a string of nine sweet baby heifers when 
Blackberry 73d came to the top and later 
went to the junior and reserve female cham- 
pionship. She was a daughter of Eileenmere 
85th. Her contender was found in Black- 
cap Betty S. 5th a daughter of Bandolier of 
Anoka. She was shown by Scripps. The 
get of sire went to the Tolan herd as did 
the graded herd and the pair of yearlings 
but Brown took home the blue for best pair 
of calves.

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enver eA uction

erdeen-Angus breeders in the Den- 
ig ee have been somewhat skeptical 
as to the outcome of a public auction sale 
to be held in conjunction with the National 
Western Stock Show. However, the officers 
in charge were encouraged last fall to claim 
a date and prepare for such an event. Be- 
ing late it was a bit difficult to procure 
enough cattle close by, however through the 
fine cooperation of breeders outside the 
state the management was enabled to as- 
semble thirty-nine head, all of which passed 
the auction stand at very satisfactory prices. 
Prices that show a profitable production and 
prices that will permit the buyers to earn 
4 dividend from their purchases. 

The sale proved very beneficial in many 
ways. It aided in swelling the numbers of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle on show. It helped 
materially to attract new interest and to 
engender still greater enthusiasm among 
the men who have stemmed the tide of bad 
seasons and antagonistic propaganda. It 
also enabled the Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
to assemble for an annual meeting and 
dinner at which more than half a hundred 
plates were laid. Following the dinner, the 
officers in charge called the meeting to 
order, with President E. W. Serrell in the 
chair. No sooner had the president called 
the meeting to order than he threw the ses- 
sion wide open for floor debate, and sug- 
gestions for future operation, thus bringing 
to life the old association which had been 
more or less dormant for several years. 
Soon the suggestions began to formulate 
into practical, workable ideas, and the men 
present proceeded to re-elect Mr. Serrell to 
serve as president for the ensuing year. Dr. 
W. B. Lutes was re-elected to the position 
of secretary-treasurer, new life was breathed 
into the Western Aberdeen-Angus Breeders 
Association, and the wheels started rolling 
toward future activities. This is a rather 
comprehensive organization with a deter- 
mined purpose of supporting to the limit 
the Aberdeen-Angus breed in the west. 
When asked to define its boundaries, Cana- 
da was suggested on the north, the Pacific 
on the west, Old Mexico on the south, and 
breeders generally are asked to let their 
conscience be their guide as to where the 
eastern boundary should be. It might be 
suggested here that this will be a good or- 
ganization with which to be identified. The 
latch string seems to hang outside the door. 

Another sale will be held next year, and 
it will be a real sale, for immediately will 
this organization begin to line the cattle up 
for that event. With proper promotion any- 
where from seventy-five to one hundred 
good bulls should find new homes through 
this channel, and at very satisfactory prices. 
A program for the promotion of the com- 
mercial end of the business in the yards at 
this great show was taken under consider- 
ation and will be announced just as quickly 
as it can be definitely arranged. It is the 
purpose to build Denver into a great place 
to buy Aberdeen-Angus feeder calves, and a 
place that should hold the attention of club 
workers. 

These western bred cattle are good cattle, 
capable of supplying outstanding club and 
carlot championship prospects. Willard 
Frye, of Peoria, Illinois, demonstrated that 
fact when he came here with three calves 
from the Hadley herd in Nebraska, each 
calf headed his weight class and one of 
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them was made grand champion over all 
breeds. A. H. Schmidt added to the evidence 
supporting this claim when he brought his 
Wyoming bred calves to Kansas City and 
there fitted them in his Tarkio Experiment- 
al yards, one load won the grand champion- 
ship fat load over all breeds at the Chicago 
International, still another won the grand 
championship ticket here at Denver against 
all comers. The Hadley Brothers of Ne- 
braska, brought over a load of baby calves 
that outsold all others by about a $4.00 per 
hundred margin. How is one to discredit 
the Journal’s claims that Aberdeen-Angus 
are just as good as any other breed, and it 
looks very much like they are even better. 
Anyhow it’s worth investigating. 

Now let’s get back to the auction. There 
is not much out of the ordinary to be said, 
for the cattle sold on a pretty even market 
and to a strong demand that reached out 
over a broad expanse of cattle growing 
territory. There were no high spots. But 
there were several real bargains, proof of 
which will show up in due time, for many of 
these bulls were backed by the blood that 
will tell its own story if given half a chance. 
The top twenty head passed the auction 
stand where Cols. Arthur W. Thompson and 
J. E. Halsey received the bids at an average 
of $207.25 each. H. W. Sawyer & Son, of 
South Dakota, sold the top bull at even 
$300.00 and A. B. Lucore sold the top female 
at $200.00. The sale was sufficiently satis- 
factory to cause the men of the Western 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Association to 
determine then and there to make the sale 
an annual event. Following is a complete 
list of the sales:

Mr. Hagen has but recently gone into the 
business of breeding Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle. His farm is near the historic city of 
Richmond, Virginia, and we shall endeavor 
to give you a more detailed account of his 
operatons as soon as we have the time and 
opportunity to visit this new Virginia Aber- 
deen-Angus herd. 

To many of us the price for Epponian 
of Broadview may be startling. We are 
prone to consider it an excellent sale for 
Broadview. Right here, I should like to 
state that it was a good sale, but a far 
better purchase for Mr. Hagen. That ex- 
presses my view of the transaction, for I 
have seen the bull calf several times and 
regard him most highly. Actually, upon 
hearing that Mr. Hagner had sold Epponian 
of Broadview, I considered it an unwise 
move, for to me the calf had great possi- 
bilities as a show bull. But, after talking to 
Mr. Hagner about it, I learned that Mr. 
Hagen had wanted an outstanding bull calf, 
wanted to build an outstanding breeding 
herd and proposed to do so. I think that 
his selection from Broadview of six females 
and this bull, will prove a most satisfactory 
purchase, that it will be but a short time 
until we can read in these same columns 
that another Virginia breeder has recently 
sold foundation cattle sired by Epponian of 
eer to be the start for another new 
herd. 

To me the most interesting feature is the 
encouragement that new breeders must get 
from reading the report of this sale. It 
definitely proves that a new breeder, can 
by purchasing outstanding breeding stock 
and by building the herd carefully, success- 
fully breed and sell breeding cattle at very 
satisfactory prices. It simply boils down 
to one thing, quality. I doubt that either 
Mr. Hagner or Dave Sutherland, Broad- 
view’s herdsman tried hard to sell Epponian 
of Broadview. In fact, I know they didn’t 
try to sell him at all. They had hopes for 
him as a show bull this season. But he was 
good enough to attract the attention of Mr. 
Hagen, who according to Mr. Sutherland, 
drove into the farm one day and asked to 
see the cattle, promptly noticed Epponian 
of Broadview and asked a price on him.

day Mr. Hagen regards him as a bargain. 

How many of us realize that Epponian 
of Broadview is the first calf to drop to 
the service of Epponian 8th of Rosemere, 
the 1936 International grand champion. 
How many of us realize that this young 
herd sire prospect is but a year old. But to 
fully appreciate the significance of this 
sale, let’s go back to the year 1936. 

In the spring of that year Mr. Hagner 
first bought a few Aberdeen-Angus. He 
selected carefully, chose the best that he 
could secure. Later he added more females. 
Purchased another bull, and his interest and 
enthusiasm grew. He secured the services 
of Dave Sutherland, who to my mind, is one 
of the best herdsmen that I know. 

Just a few months ago, in fact in the 
January 1937 issue of the Journal we 
carried an announcement to the effect that 
Epponian 8th of Rosemere had been pur- 
chased by Mr. Hagner for his Broadview 
herd. This was but a few weeks after 
Epponian had been made grand champion 
at the greatest of all live stock shows, the 
International at Chicago. 

There must have been considerable ap- 
prehension among Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ers when the purchase of Epponian 8th of 
Rosemere was announced, and rightly, so. 
Here was an International grand champion 
bull, heavily fitted, he weighed more than 
twenty-two hundred pounds and was in top 
show condition, being sent to a new herd 
thirty-five hundred miles distant. Just what 
kind of care he would have, what was ex- 


pected of a show bull such as Epponian 8th 
of Rosemere, how many calves would he 
sire in his new home, in fact, we will admit 
our own apprehensions. I rather think that 
Otto V. Battles, great breeder that he is, 
had no expectations of Epponian proving 
to be an outstanding sire in his first season 
of service. Epponian was never let down 
before he was placed in service, and his 
service wasn’t light. Shortly after his 
arrival in Virginia, he began his work, and 
the first calves dropped to his service in 
January of 1938. He didn’t arrive in Vir- 
ginia until in February of 1937. 


Epponian of Broadview, the first calf, 
was the occasion for a visit to Broadview 
early last spring. I had had word that he 
was a prospect, and looked for him to be 
better than average. Yet, I had no idea 
that he was outstanding, but such he was 
and is. 

But why wouldn’t he be good. How many 
of you have visited Broadview, I don't 
know. But if you are one of those, who 
have done so, you'll agree that Epponian 
8th of Rosemere is still a most impressive 
individual, still a bull that could make a 
great show in most any arena. But you 
would be more interested in his calves. The 
first season, he was bred to eighteen or 
nineteen cows and settled all but one, which 
same heifer was later settled and has dropp- 
ed her calf. You will find not one good 
one, but many. All are stamped by the 
great depth of body, the shortness of legs,

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A Few Words about Bulls 


By Biil Barton 


For some time I have been threatening to 
write an article on “Bulls.” Yes, I know 
that it has been done before by men more 
capable than I, and no doubt articles will 
continue to be written by men interest- 
ed in improving beef cattle as long as there 
are beef cattle. Nevertheless, I feel that 
too much stress cannot be put on the select- 
ing and the use of good herd bulls. It is 
an old saying that a bull is fifty percent of 
the herd. He is at least 
fifty percent of the 
herd and in some in- 
stances, he has been 
eighty to ninety per- 
cent of the herd. What 
it has taken a good bull 
to build up in many 
years may be torn down 
in one season by a com- 
mon bull. 

I have visited several 
herds this past year 
and have looked at 
thousands of pure bred 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 
In some of these herds, 
I am sorry to say, the 
females in use were far 
superior to the bulls 
they were being bred 
to. This should not be 
so. In order to improve 
your herd year after 
year the bull must be 
better than the females to which he is mat- 
ed. I have also visited breeders who had a 
surplus of bulls and yet were in the market 
for better bulls. One of the good breeders 
made this remark to me last summer, “We 
are always in the market for a good bull. 
The time to buy a good bull is when you 
can find one that is better than the one you 
are using.” I have seen any number of so 
called sale bulls that should have been 
“knifed” and fed out as steers. They would 
have made the breeder more money and cer- 
tainly would have improved the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed of cattle. 

Many new breeders are going into the 
business of breeding Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle. Many of them are new to the beef cat- 
tle field. They are going to take the word 
of you older breeders as to what kind of 
cattle to buy. Start them out on the right 
foot. The man who, in making sales con- 
siders only the dollar in sight will likely 
not long remain a leading breeder of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. An insurance salesman 
once said, “Selling is important but not all 
important. The customer must remain 
sold.” Breeders to whom cattle are sold 
must be considered as future customers and 
bearers of glad tidings in turn to their cus- 
tomers. Buyers of herd bulls, if the bulls 
they buy are real improvers, will not be 
customers only. They will be friends and 
salesmen for their benefactor and he who 
sells a good herd bull is veritably a bene- 
factor. 

The selling of a good bull may work won- 
ders in a customer’s herd and build up num- 
erous friends for a breeder’s nursery, and 
advertise it as a good place to look for a 
herd bull. It is equally true that the sale of 
a poor bull may be the mistake of a life 
time and tear down “good will” that it has 
taken years to build up and which may nev- 
re be regained. ; 

The great problem in any breeder’s life 
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is success or failure in selecting a sire. We 
have seen the very best prospects for a herd 
sire fail to make good when tried out, but it 
is worth a trial when you find a young bull 
that comes very close to what you are look- 
ing for to carry out a certain type you have 
in view. Sometimes they fail to stamp this 
type on their progeny. If so, do not hesi- 
tate to discard them. Young, untried bulls 
have to be proven. When you purchase, see 
or find out something about the dam 
and grandam. Yes, and even farther 
back if possible. Do not trust the sire 
for the whole business. 

Our series of spring sales will soon 
be starting. Many bulls will be of- 
fered at public auction. Many of 
them will be good bulls, some medi- 
ocre and some, perhaps, just bulls. At 
every sale ring this spring will be 
buyers trying to buy an Aberdeen-An- 
gus bull as cheap as possible. Others 
will be trying to get the kind of bull 
they want regardless of price. Re- 
member this, cheap bulls are the cost- 
liest bulls. It is not the first cost of 
a bull that counts most, but the prices 
his Get will command when it is ready 
for market. The right kind of bulls 
seldom cost too much money. 

After you have selected the breed- 
ing, you want to size up the individ- 
ual. Strong masculine heads, ample 
spread of ribs, smooth tail settings, 
deep strong quarters, short sturdy 
legs, plenty of width in front and behind, 
well fitted over the heart and crops, these 
are all essential qualities in a good herd 
bull. An ideal picture to keep in mind is a 
blocky, lowset, deep bodied individual, set 
on strong, straight legs, strong and mascu- 
line about the head and neck, denoting breed 
character and prepotency. Wide over his 
back, rib and loin and uniform in that 
spread from front to rear, letting down into 
a full wide quarter that meets the hock. If 
your bull will look like this and is bred 
right, you are pretty sure to be on the right 
road to success. 

Just one other thing while I’m on this 
bull subject. That is exercise and care of 
the herd bull. Bulls must have plenty of 
exercise. Proper exercise is one of the basic 
needs of all breeding animals, and especially 
so for the male of the species. Without 
sufficient exercise it is impossible to keep 
any animal in first class physical condition. 
One cannot expect the sperm of the male 
or the ova of the female to be active and 
vigorous unless the animal discharging them 
is healthy, active and vigorous. A number 
of experiments carried out by careful and 
reputable men have demonstrated that prop- 
er exercise will not only lessen the time 
necessary for a bull to serve a cow but it 
will also greatly increase the motility of the 
sperm and lengthen the time they will re- 
main active, thereby increasing the bull’s 
ability to settle the cows served by him. 

The cause of sterility or a great degree 
of loss of breeding power may be due to im- 
proper feeding as well as to the lack of 
exercise. Several of our best individuals 
may sooner or later become sterile due to 
over feeding, resulting in fatty degeneration 
of the reproductive organs in both males 
and females, and the closing of the ducts, 
leading from ovaries and testicles by de- 
posits of excess fat about them. Remem- 
ber, it is a great feat to pick the right kind

Some of the middle-western breeders of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle may be interested in 
a proposed tour to some of the breeding 
establishments in the east early in May. 
Present plans are to leave Chicago several 
days in advance of the Maryland breeders 
sale, which will be held on Monday, May 
1st. The two days in advance of the sale 
will be spent visiting herds in western 
Maryland and western Virginia. May Ist 
at Frederick, Maryland. Two days follow- 
ing the sale in central Virginia. Another 
day on the eastern shore of Maryland where 
a number of herds are located. One day 
with the New Jersey breeders—one or two 
days in eastern New York and conclude the 
tour by attending the Eastern Breeders 
sale at Ithaca, New York, on Monday, May 
8th. Any breeders who are interested in 
making the trip should communicate with 
the secretary’s office. 


Recording Two Year Old Cattle: 


The impression seems to prevail that cat- 
tle over two years old are not being accept- 
ed for record. This is a mistaken impres- 
sion as cattle over two years old are ac- 
cepted for record on the following basis. 
The application received must check with 
the records of the Association and approved 
by the Executive Committee upon recom- 
mendation of the secretary. The fee for 
recording is $10.00 to members and $20.00 
to non-members. 


Association Business: 

The applications for entry and transfer 
have been heavier since the beginning of 
the fiscal year than any time in_ recent 
years. As a result of this rush of appli- 
cations the office force is from two to three 
weeks behind in handling applications for 
entry and transfer. The work is being put 
through as rapidly as possible. We hope 
that breeders will not become impatient be- 
cause of the slight delay in getting their 
certificates. They will be issued as rapidly 
as possible. If any breeders have rush work 
that must be completed because of a show 
or sale this work will be completed without 
delay if such a request is made. 


New Members: 

The month of January established a new 
record for the largest number of new breed- 
ers becoming members of the association in 
one month. During the month a total of

Oklahoma Blizzard

W. L. Blizzard, head of the animal hus- 
bandry department at the Oklahoma A. and 
M. College and well-known live stock judge, 
has been appointed dean of 
agriculture and director of 
the experiment station at the 
school. 

Blizzard will be in charge 
of the experiment station, 
directing all research. 

Coming to the college in 
1915 as assistant professor 
of animal husbandry, he was 
advanced in 1917 to acting 
headship of the department 
and became head in 1919. 

A graduate of Kansas 
State College in 1910, Bliz- 
zard has had a long career 
in live stock work. After 
graduation he started live 
stock farming in Reno coun- 
ty, Kansas, but returned to 
his alma mater as assistant 
extension animal husband- 
man in 1911. 

He next became a field 
live stock man for the Capper 
Publications in Topeka, Kan- 
sas, after which he accepted 
a position in 1914 as assist- 
ant professor of animal hus- 
bandry at Iowa State Col- 
lege, which he held until W. 
L. Carlyle, then dean of agriculture at the 
Oklahoma school, brought him to Oklahoma 
A. and M. College. 

That Carlyle was still convinced of the 
wisdom of his choice was demonstrated re- 
cently when he was principal speaker at 
Founders’ Day, December 14, 1938. Carlyle 
said “That man Blizzard is the greatest 
live stock man in agricultural college work 
on the continent today.” Carlyle is at pres- 
ent manager of the Duke of Windsor’s 
ranch at Calgary, Canada. 

Since becoming head of the animal hus- 
bandry department at the Oklahoma Col- 
lege, Blizzard has built up the college herds 
from a few scrub individuals until they are 
now up in the front ranks at all shows 
where they are exhibited. 

The college has the distinction of having 
shown three different breeds of steers for 
the grand championship at the Internation- 
al Live Stock Show at Chicago, a record 
unequalled by any other exhibitor. 
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W. L. Blizzard Appointed Dean of Agriculture 


First of the grand championships was on 
a Hereford, Rupert B., in 1926. The college 
had to wait 10 years for the next one, how- 
ever, which came in 1936 on 
the Aberdeen-Angus steer, 
G. Page. In 1987, the third 
grand championship came to 
the college’s Shorthorn, Ash- 
bourne Orange. 


Well thought of by the live 
stock breeders and ranchers 
of the state, Blizzard was re- 
cently sent to Europe to pur- 
chase blooded stock for the 
college because of that re- 
gard. 

“Bliz” was being offered 
better paying commercial po- 
sitions throughout 1936-37, 
but turned them down at the 
request of the live stock men 
that he stay in the state. As 
an appreciation of his stay- 
ing with the college and the 
state, he was sent to Europe 
in the summer of 1937 to 
purchase stock for the col- 
lege and study live stock 
raising conditions there. 

Since returning, he has 
toured the state reporting on 
his observations. 


DEAN W. L. BLIZZARD. A member of the famed 


Saddle and Sirloin Club, he 
is also president of the National Associa- 
tion of Stallion Enrollment Boards and of 
the Southwest American Live Stock Show 
Association. 

He is director of the American Royal 
Live Stock Show, a member of the Ameri- 
can Society of Animal Production, a direct- 
or of the Oklahoma Live Stock Association, 
and secretary-treasurer of the Oklahoma 
Hereford Association, the Oklahoma Polled 
Hereford Association, and the Oklahoma 
Pure Bred Horse and Jack Association. 

He is also a member of the Rotary Club, 
Sigman Nu social fraternity, Alpha Zeta, a 
Shriner, and a Scottish Rite Mason. 

He is married to the former Alta Hand- 
lin of Manhattan, Kansas. There are no 
children.

Judge W. L. Blizzard. 

Judge Blizzard has been associated with 
the Oklahoma A. & M. College at Stillwater 
since 1916, head of the Animal Husbandry 
Department since 1919 and recently made 


Dean. His judging teams have won five 
firsts at the International Live Stock Ex- 
position in Chicago and in six years Okla- 
homa has furnished the high individual. 
Judge Blizzard has officiated at most of 
the outstanding live stock shows in this 
country, but perhaps more noted than his 
personal recognition as a judge has been 
his ability to produce winners in competi- 
tion with individual exhibitors and contem- 
porary colleges. Like Alex. McDonald, he, 
too, has shown three grand champion steers 
at the International in Chicago in the years 
1926, 1936 and 1937, two of which were 
bred at the college. His winnings at the 
American Royal in Kansas City and the 
Great Western in Los Angeles have been 
even more numerous. And in addition to 
his accomplishments in this country, Judge 
Blizzard spent the summer of 1927 in Great 
Britain, France and Belgium studying live 
stock conditions and making purchases for 
his college herds and studs. In 1927 he 
judged all classes of live stock at Hawaii. 
He has been chosen to place the Shorthorns 
on Treasure Island.

Judge H. H. Kildee, 

Judge Kildee, born in a beef cattle, draft 
horse and pork making environment in 
Iowa, worked his way through college, 
graduating at Ames as a protege of Dean 
Curtiss in 1908, and within ten years be- 
came the Animal Husbandry dean of the 
Iowa State College. Keeping abreast of 
improvements in beef and dairy cattle, draft 
horses, sheep and swine, the now Dean at 
Ames is a past president of the American 
Society of Animal Production. He has 
served as judge of virtually every breed of 
live stock on display at the International 
Live Stock Exposition, every breed at the 
National Swine Show, every breed at the 
National Dairy Show and Waterloo Dairy 
Cattle Congress, breeds of sheep at many 
state fairs, and is more prominently iden- 
tified with type fixing programs than any 
other individual. He has served on the type 
and judging committees of the Holstein, 
Jersey and Guernsey breeds, has sat in con- 
ference with the Ayrshire committee, is 
now on the official judging list for herd 
classification in Holsteins and Jerseys, and 
is on the Guernsey type and judging com- 
mittee. While commanding respect of dairy 
cattle leaders, his counsel is as widely 
sought in meat animal and draft horse cir- 
cles. Back home he is chairman of the 
Iowa State Planning Board and of the State 
Committee on Land Use Planning. Judge 
Kildee will pass upon the Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding cattle on Treasure Island.

The Florida State Fair held at Tampa 
the first two weeks of February offers an 
excellent excuse to go to sunnier climate 
than is that of the midwest so early in the 
year. Possibly, ye editor will know better 
next year than to let yours truly start oI 
for Florida. Why? From a perusal of the 
expense sheet and the business garnered, 
that would be the logical action. Oh, well 
we had a lot of fun, saw some very good 
cattle enroute and drove several thousands 
of miles. 

Unfortunately, the dates for showing the 
breeding cattle at Tampa were set tor the 
second week in February and that made it 
impossible for us to even see the show. 
However, there’s a chap by the name of 
William Barton, better known as “Bill” who 
does a lot of travelling for the national as- 
sociation, and through his assistance, we 
are able to offer the results of the show 
of breeding cattle. 

We were present the day that they ex- 
hibited the Florida bred Aberdeen-Angus. 
Two herds were present, the first and win- 
ner of most of the state prizes was a group 
ot cattle just off pasture from the farm of 
Mr. J. B. Simonton of Micanopy. The 
other, also unfitted was from the herd of 
Mr. Walter Williams at Lakeland. During 
the show, Mr. Williams sold all but one of 
the group to Mr. Rosco Nettles, president 
of the Tampa Gas Company of Tampa, 
Florida. 

Most noticeable to me about the Florida 
cattle was the lack of good care. Yes, we 
know that they are just off pasture, but 
even so, beef cattle should carry a little 
more flesh than is the case with the cattle 
I saw at Tampa. I mention this not in a 
spirit of criticism of the local breeders, but 
in the desire that they will endeavor to 
maintain a smaller herd and obtain a little 
more quality. In comparing them to native 
cattle, they naturally look excellent, but 
they are still not in the condition that 
makes them attractive. I know that pas- 
tures as yet are not what they should be 
in Florida, and I believe that breeders 
should improve the pastures, and carry no 
more cattle than the pasture will warrant. 

Yet, the state is a good territory and 
there is considerable work being done. The 
University is doing a lot of experimental 
work, some of it at Mr. Simonton’s farm 
and we look with pleasure to the future of 
the breed in this southern state. 

Bill Barton writes that the show was 
judged by Mr. W. A. McGregor of Andelot 
Stock Farms at Worton, Maryland. He also 
adds that Mr. McGregor did a splendid job. 
That was taken for granted for he knows 
the breed and live stock in general. 

It is a long haul to Tampa from Illinois 
and Iowa and we are happy to state that 
Otto G. Nobis’ herd of Davenport, Iowa and 
Robert F. Cresap of White Heath, Illinois 
both made the trip with their herds. Other 
out of state herds included those of French 
Broad Farms at Dandridge, Tennessee and 
Ames Plantation of Grand Junction, Ten- 
nessee. 

The cattle looked good down there, and 
as I was there after they were unloaded 
and allowed to rest a little, I did have a 
chance to see them even if they were not 
placed until the following week.

Four years ago, Maryland breeders decid- 
ed to have an annual auction, with the pur- 
pose being to better establish the herds, 
and to promote the breed in the state and 
nearby states. Co-operating with them on 
the first and second of these sales was the 
Virginia breeders. In the spring of 1938 
Maryland bred cattle made up the entire 
sale list and Maryland breeders consigned 
all the cattle. — 

In keeping with a slogan established by 
them a few years ago, quality has been the 
main requirement for cattle to be entered 
and sold in the sale. Past experience has 
proven the value of this slogan and its 
accompanying quality cattle. Maryland 
breeders as individuals and as an associa- 
tion are proud of their record and are being 
even more careful as to their selections for 
the 1939 auction. Reputations are not easy 
to make and when made must be most care- 
fully guarded. Consequently, we expect the 
sale cattle to be choicely bred. We also ex- 
pect them to be excellent individuals and of 
quality in keeping with the slogan of the 
state. More, we are certain that experience 
has taught the advisability of having the 
cattle in the best of sale condition, properly 
fitted for a most attractive appearance. We 
have had a report from Mr. B. A. Rucker, 
Jr., Manager of Cremona Farm at Mechan- 
icsville. Mr. Rucker has been chosen to 
head the selection committee and has al- 
ready made his first inspection of the cat- 
tle nominated for the sale. He reports that 
his committee has made a tentative selec- 
tion of near fifty head of young cattle. He 
adds, however, that a later and final in- 
spection will be made about the 15th of 
March and that, unless the cattle meet the 
strictest kind of tests for individuality, 
quality, breeding and condition, they will be 
refused. The cattle meeting the first tests 
are all from T. B. and Bang’s disease free 
and accredited herds. Moreover another 
test will be given each animal within thirty 
days of the sale assuring the health of all 
the sale cattle. No difficulty will be exper- 


ienced in getting them into any state. This 
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factor is important for the very strict regu- 
lations in force in many of the eastern 
states, would otherwise offer much trouble 
if buyers were to try to get cattle other 
than those from accredited herds into the 
respective states. Thus buyers from any 
state can feel free and assured that their 
purchases will be right. 

The cattle selected are from the follow- 
ing herds. Blakeford Farms consigns two 
beautiful heifers, both daughters of their 
senior herd sire, Andelot Pride Lad. They 
are coming two year olds and are safe in 
calf to Brigadier of Bordulac, junior herd 
sire at Blakeford. This is Blakeford’s first 
ee and we expect it to be of the 

est. 

Mr. W. H. Davidson at Chestertown has 
listed two young bulls sired by Andelot El- 
ban who was by Briarcliff Elban, the junior 
champion at the International in 1926. 
These youngsters will be ready for service 
and should prove very attractive. 

Monocacy Farms list but two head, one 
bull and one heifer. The bull is sired by a 
son of Imported Evaxus of Ballindalloch 
and out of a Glencarnock cow sired by Rev- 
olution 16th by Blackcap Revolution. The 
heifer is a two year old sired by a son of 
the 1930 International grand champion, 
Eventuation of Page and out of a splendid 
daughter of Earl Eric Glencarnock 3d. If 
we know George Dunn, herdsman for Mr. 
Wight, we can well expect these two to be 
ready for the sale. 

Cremona Farm consigns six head, one 
young bull and five females. The young 
bull was slated for the 1939 Cremona show 
herd, but they have permitted him to be 
listed. He is sired by their great young 
sire, Glencarnock Earl Eric 16th M. The 
females are by the same bull or by the sen- 
ior herd sire, Evaxus 28th of Page and one 
may be by Burgess Lad of Cremona.

Garrard county calf club members secure 
their calves and start them on feed early 
in the year. The enrollment in this project 
is practically completed before January 1. 
We have learned that the calves should gain 
in weight from the time they are dropped 
until show time, and this means that par- 
ticular care in feeding and management 
must be exercised during the winter months, 
while the calves are small. The ration for 
the small calves varies with the different 
feeders, but generally speaking we recom- 
mend that small calves be allowed to nurse 
acow. Then the grain ration the calves are 
started on consists of corn, 8 parts; oats, 3 
parts, and bran, 3 parts. Calves that re- 
ceive no milk have added to this mixture, 
cotton seed meal, 1 part. The parts given 
in the ration are by measure and not by 
weight. As the calves grow and develop 
the amount of oats is gradually reduced 
and a part of the corn is replaced by ground 
barley. From July 1 until show time lin- 
seed oil, pea size, is substituted for cotton- 
seed meal, and in most cases no oats are 
fed after that date. 

After the enrollment for the year is com- 
pleted all members are called together for 
an organization meeting at which time 
a president, vice-president and secretary- 
treasurer are elected from the membership. 
The organization is run on a democratic 
basis, each club member being allowed to 
vote on all matters coming before the club. 
All parents are invited to attend all meet- 
ings and advise with the members on im- 
portant decisions, but the vote of the mem- 
bership decides every question. 

The club plans two tours and a local show 
each year. The first tour of inspection is 
scheduled in the spring when the public is

invited to visit all calf feeders at their 
homes and inspect the calves being fed. A 
feature of the second or summer tour is a 
picnic dinner served at noon by the parents 
ot the club members to which the members 
f the Lancaster Rotary Club are invited to 
be the guests of the calf club. 

The local calf show which is held in the 
summer or fall is unusual in that the calves 
shown are not placed, but premiums are 
awarded to the club members on their abil- 
ity to show the calves. This show encour- 
ages the boys and girls to have their calves 
well broke and trained to stand and walk 
as they should while being shown. It also 
teaches the club members how to show a 
calf to the best advantage. 

This project is carried on as a county 
wide co-operative enterprise. In other 
words, the members are aware of the fact 
that all must strive to produce the highest 
quality product and that the quality of the 
finished calf will determine the place with- 
in the county groups that it will be placed. 
Since no one member may feed an entire 
carload of calves, each member realizes 
that he or she must have the help and co- 
operation of their fellow club members to 
show a carload of calves. 

I would not like to give the reader the 
impression that the calf club members alone 
have been responsible for the fine record 
the Garrard county club has made in this 
project. The breeders of good cattle and 
other leaders have played a great part in 
the project. The Dixie Stock Farm has 
bred more calves that have been fed out by 
these boys and girls than any other one 
breeder. Each year immediately after the 
show at Louisville the calves bred by the 
Dixie Stock Farm are brought together and

all prospective members for the year are 
invited to come and select the calves they 
wish to feed. No county is permitted to 
buy these calves until the Garrard county 
members have first had a chance to pur- 
chase any they like. 

There are at the present time some fif- 
teen small herds of pure bred cattle in Gar- 
rard county from which club members may 
purchase calves to feed and the club has 
the same fine co-operations from all that is 
given by the Dixie Stock Farm. 

Other adult farmers, in addition to the 
cattle breeders, are just as interested in 
this preject and often assist the county 
agent in locating new members for the club 
and helping to encourage those that are 
feeding. The Lancaster Rotary Club usual- 
ly entertains the calf club members at a 
banquet which is held each year immedi- 
ately after the show in Louisville. Then at 
any time during the year the members of 
the Rotary Club volunteer their services for 
ony help they can offer the calf club mem- 

ers. 

Premium money given each year for the 
local show is cheerfully donated by all busi- 
ness men in Lancaster and one-fourth sec- 
tion of the city square in the heart of Lan- 
caster that afternoon is cleared and the 
calves are shown right in town. The in- 
terest shown by all adult people in the 
county is greatly appreciated by the club 
members. 

Rather close supervision is given the 
feeding and care of the calves by the county 
agent and adult leaders. When the agent 
can’t get around to visit the feeders once a 
month he calls a few of the leaders who are 
pleased to visit some of them and check the 
progress being made.

R. B. ‘Bob’? Hinman Writes from Paris, France 


Paris, France, January 4, 1939. 

I seem to have collected all of the infor- 
mation that I am to receive on this trip and 
most interesting, indeed it is. I have visit- 
ed the most of the large cattle markets in 
Ireland and Scotland and several in Eng- 
land. The type of animal found ready for 
the auctioneer’s hammer varies somewhat 
with the area in which one finds himself. As 
might be expected, the grass areas have 
continued to market a large number of cat- 
tle of surprisingly high grass finish. but 
toward the end ot the pasture season, there 
is, similar to that in America, a glut on the 
market. It has not been an entirely suc- 
cessful year for steer grazing, and in some 
cases the steer, though neariy 400 pounds 
heavier than when he was bought last 
spring, selis for about tne saime_ total 
amount—in other words, about all he has 
meant to his owner is expressed in the value 
ot his society. 

Incidentally, what breed, type and weight 
of animal is now bringing the largest re- 
turn to the feeder. in keeping with the 
choice of the consumer, the weight is de- 
creasing but the dressing percentage is talk- 
ed of as deserving a premium. It may be 
almost as fat as desired before, but it must 
be less wasty. If anything, the percentage 
ot bone in the finished beast is decreasing 
and excessive middle along with wide bare 
hooks is not wanted. Now what does this 
mean? 

The animal in the European countries I 
have seen, which is more generally the 
choice of butcher buyers, is black or blue- 
grey. That usually means he carries at 
least one-half Aberdeen-Angus or Galloway 
blood. In the markets I have visited where 
“grain-feds” are sold, fully 80 per cent are 
of these colors, with probably 90 per cent of 
them Aberdeen-Angus. 

The last day I was on the Edinburgh 
market, I noticed a large majority of the 
“store” cattle (December) were colored. I 
asked why this was and was told by the 
Superintendent of the Market that the day 
before was the feeder day on the market, 
and what I saw was only those that did not 
sell. The next day I met a buyer for one 
of the largest chain produce stores in Eng- 
land. When I got to Aberdeen, I met him 
again. He told me he was on the lookout 
for 200 head of choice blacks and blue-greys 
for slaughter that week and that he then, as 
always, was prepared to pay a premium for 
what suited him. Incidentally, a butcher in 
London told me just before Christmas that 
the best sign he could put on his beef as an 
inducement to customers was “Genuinely 
Scotch”. 

The fat stock shows held in Britain dur- 
ing the month of December were most inter- 
esting. I have before me now (Paris, Jan- 
uary 4th) the list of the winners at many 
of the larger shows, including Smithfield. 
Would it be of any interest to know that in 
every case the Grand champion was an Ab- 
erdeen or Aberdeen-Angus cross, and in sev- 
eral cases, the reserve was also of similar 
breeding. In every case where I can lay my 
hand on the records at the present time, the 
grand champion carcass was also an Aber- 
deen-Angus, pure or cross. Again, it might 
be of further interest to know that the best 
beast of the show was a heifer in six of the 
largest shows, including Smithfield, Nor- 
wich and Birmingham. 
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KING—grand champion—4-H club steer at the 1939 Pennsylvania Farm Products 

Show. The calf was a pure bred Aberdeen-Angus, bred by H. E. Millard, Annville, 

Pennsylvania, fed and exhibited by Ellwood Buss, Easton, Pennsylvania. The steer 

weighed 1060 pounds and was sold at auction to The Alva Restaurant, Harrisburg, 

for sixty-one cents per pound. This is the highest price ever paid for the grand 
champion steer at the Pennsylvania Farm Products Show. 


But what about other European countries. 
I spent Christmas in Sweden and while 
there, visited a former Wisconsin classmate 
who is now head of the Department of Ani- 
mal Husbandry at Uppsala. Here I find 
that while theretofore the beef used has 
been largely made from dairy cattle, they 
are now introducing Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
to cross on their dairy cows to begin to pro- 
duce better beef. While at Aberdeen, I 
learned of some German gentlemen who had 
spent some time in Great Britain but were 
now buying Aberdeen-Angus cattle—they 
had already bought forty to take back to 
Germany to begin the beef business. 


My association with Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle in this country has resulted in my 
acquaintance with some great men and 
great herds. I shall never forget the day I 
spent with the late J. J. Cridlan and though 
he was showing his age, was still quite spry 
at the time of the Smithfield show (Decem- 
ber 5th, 1938). While I have not the space 
to mention all of the fine herds I saw, I 
must not forget the herds of Lady MacRob- 
erts. She showed the reserve at the Smith- 
field show—and Lord Rosenberry. 


Briefly, what is uppermost in my mind 
when I think of my visit to such places? I 
do not minimize one whit the value of the 
good breeding sire. His price is above 
rubies—may his tribe increase. But what 
females! Not too large, not a rough one 
among them, but deep, broad, low-set and 
bristling all over with female Aberdeen- 
Angus character. 


It was when I was returning from Doune- 


side (Lady MacRoberts) with that Prince 
of hosts, Mr. McCaw, that I saw the farm- 
stead of that great breeder, Wm. McCom- 
bie, and yesterday I visited the spot here in 
Paris where that great World’s Fair was 
held, at which he and his Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle won such signal honors. 


[ am told tne farm has fallen into hands 
which do not value fertility as he did. 
Heather seems to be reclaiming the land 
from many sides. Ow, well! if only he could 
have known what his leadership would have 
meant, not only to Aberdeen-Angus cattle, 
but the beef world, his last few days might 
have been more cheerful than they were. 


But we know it, Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ers, and we hope we appreciate it! Let us 
hold it up to the clear sky so that no trifles 
shall obscure our view! Who knows but 
what time will show that there are now, 
well-known in the American Aberdeen-An- 
gus business, McCombies whom we cannot 
know and appreciate. He was not appreci- 
ated either!

50th Anniversary Celebration Sale, March 16, 1939

Fifty years ago Aberdeen-Angus first 
came into Mercer County Illinois. The 
earliest herds were Candor’s, Shadeland and 
Greenview, and from these has sprung more 
than one hundred herds of Aberdeen-Angus 
in the county. I doubt if the original cattle 
would interest us greatly, but do know that 
from this start much progress has_ been 
made. Mercer County is still building and 
more breeders are starting in the county 
each year. There is no fear of getting too 
many herds in the county. 

The first few days of 1939 found me 
heading toward Aledo, Illinois to have a 
look at the sale cattle and to attend a joint 
meeting of the Mercer County Akerdeen- 
Angus Association and the Aledo Kiwanis 
club. The meeting was held in honor of 
the 4-H club and especially for Miss Irene 
Brown whose winnings are now so well 
known. Dean H. H. Kildee of Iowa State 
College was present and made a most in- 
teresting talk to the audience. 

But we are now mostly interested in 
what we may expect to see at the 50th an- 
niversary celebration sale to be held at 
Aledo on the 16th of March. Some twenty- 
eight breeders have consigned cattle to this 
sale, twenty-eight bulls and sixty-two fe- 
males. From the standpoint of numbers the 
selection is large enough to attract the car 
load buyer. ; 

Naturally, we might expect to find in 
such a large sale list many plain bred, in- 
ferior individuals. Yet, past sales will bear 
witness that few of the plainer kind are 
entered. Mercer County breeders are try- 
ing to make the sale a leader, and conse- 
quently refuse the poorer kind of cattle. 
Especially anxious are they, this time, to 
make the sale most attractive for they want 
to show just what one county can do after 
building for fifty years. Breeders have

permitted the committee to take almost any 
cow in their herds. And the committee has 
not been bashful about listing the favored 
cows of breeders. It looks like a standout 
sale to me. Breeding, individuality and 
quality will be better than has ever been 
the case at any Mercer County sale. The 
condition of the sale cattle will be attrac- 
tive. 

With Mr. Hugh McWhorter, Secretary of 
the Mercer County Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association I made the rounds. Sorry, 
we were not able to see all the cattle, but 
we did see most of them, and if the others, 
those we missed seeing are as good, we 
know a good sale must be held on Thursday 
March 16th. 


The first place we visited was the oldest 
herd in the county, that of W. L. Candor 
and Son. The son in this case is_ better 
known as Dave Candor, and it was he who 
showed us the cattle. Two bulls and three

females make up this herd’s offering. First 
and I am inclined to think the best of the 
lot is the young bull, Juanerra Eric 4th 
calved in April 1936. He is sired by Elba’s 
Revolution and is out of a cow that traces 
to the imported Juana cow that sold for six 
thousand dollars in Scotland. You'll like 
the style of this bull and you'll like his 
calves. Better breeding would not even be 
suggested. A younger bull, Elburger, sired

Coming back in we stopped at the J. E. 
Brown & Sons herd and missed seeing the 
great steer as he had but recently been 
shipped out for his extensive exhibition 
tour. But we did have a chance to talk to 
the Browns and see the cattle. One bull, a 
McHenry Blackcap son of Elbyron and out 
of a daughter of Blacklate, who was by En- 
late, was seen first and two females, the 
first, a Ballindalloch Georgina, sired by 
Blackcap Edward, and the other a Glencar- 
nock Elba sired by Elbyron. 

Next on the route was Dr. R. C. John- 
ston, who was, as most of us _ know the 
breeder of the 1938 International grand 
champion steer. First of his consignment 
that we saw was Beileenmere a 1935 buil 
that has been giving him a number of very 
good heifers. This bull is sired by Eileen- 
mere 32d, sire of many a champion for J.

Started by buying only the best, has had 
his investment returned to him many times 
and now has a very select herd of cattle.

Never content 
to sit by and watch other herds grow and 
improve, Hugh has for years, now, been 
building a cow herd. Many a good bull has 
been used at Greenview, yet, we tind that 
every now and then the bull is sold anu a 
better one takes his place. But one bull is 
entered from this herd. He is burgess Aris- 
tocrat, a Miss Burgess son of the buil that 
was owned jointly by Greenview and Mio 
Sheats, Eminence of St. Albans, really too 
good a bull for these two firms to sell, but 
sell him they did. Here’s a chance to get 
a good sire. 1 recall, that whiie | was tnere, 
Dean Kildee of lowa State College advised 
keeping this bull for the herd, as he men- 
tioned that he was a real prospect, and one 
that Hugh might well use on his good herd 
of cows. But, Hugh has his own ideas of 
making an attractive sale offering, and 
Burgess Aristocrat has been entered, and 
will be appreciated.

Both are rebred to Burgess 
Aristocrat and should produce wonderful 
calves to his service. Last on the Green- 
view list is Buxom Maid Glencarnock 17th, 
a 1931 cow, eight years old, yet in her very 
prime. She is sired by Earl Eric Glencar- 
nock 8d by Edward Glencarnock and is one 
of the top cows in the Greenview herd. To 
my mind this breeding plus her individual- 
ity will make her one of the very tops of 
the sale. She has as good type as any 
breeder has a desire to have bred into his 
herd.

Personally, we look for one of the best 
sales of the year.

We do feel certain that buyers will discover

all recognize that Mercer County as 
«cane of Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ers is a “going concern”. One cannot read 
accounts of one public auction aiter an- 
other, interspersed with accounts of private 
sales of breeding stock and feeder calves 
without realizing that there must be some 
force behind all the activity. 

Many a newly founded organization can 
look to Mercer County for some bits of 
information. Success doesn’t just come. 
One has to go out after it and get it, then 
use every e1fort to command the right to 
keep that business. 

Primarily, Mercer County has co-opera- 
tion, without which no single breeding herd, 
no organization can exist. ‘this Mercer 
County co-operation is such that it grows, 
breeders are willing to give time and efiort 
to building better an already successful 
organization. 

Co-operation that offers the sale com- 
mittee the right to select from each herd 
-such cattle as it wishes to take to make the 
sale more select. More, the breeders are 
learning rapidly the value of having their 
cattle in an attractive condition. They 
recognize the value of feed to improve the 
appearance of beef cattle. They do more 
than permit the committee to take their 
choice cattle, and feed them. In fact the 
greatest force tor their successful sales has 
been the fact that ail cattle listed are sold. 
Some bring less than expected, others a few 
dollars more. Yet these breeders are list- 
ing their cattle and are letting the public 
put their appraisal on them. 

To many can go the credit, but to one 
man, especially, must much of the credit 
for the activity go and that is to Hugh Mc- 
Whorter. Hugh has been in the Aberdeen- 
Angus business since childhood, loves it and 
is a power for improvement. During a 
recent conversation he told me that in 1938 
the Mercer County Aberdeen-Angus Breed- 
ers’ Association sold more than seventy-five 
thousand dollars worth of cattle. That in- 
cluded breeding cattle in their public sales, 
private treaty sales and sales of feeder 
cattle. That’s a lot of business for any 
one county to do in pure bred live stock. 
Without the splendid leadership and co- 
operation such is not possible.

Latest News and Notes from the Mid-west to Texas 


A Few Hours at Krotz Stock Farm.

It is need- 
less to tell you that he is well bred, and I 
shall merely state that he was sired by Rev- 
olution 81st and his dam was Evince, a 
daughter of Earl Marshall. That alone 
should afford him a chance to be a good 
bull. Evidence is a credit to both his sire 
and his dam. As an individual, he has the 
type, and the quality to make a great show 
bull. In fact, despite his age, he appears 
like a three year old and with the condition, 
would be a stumbling block for top show 
bulls in any arena. 

However, I am not as interested in his 
pedigree, nor in his individuality as I am in 
his consistently good calf crops at Krotz 
Stock Farm. After all, a bull is only as 
great as his calves are good, and the calves 
by Evidence of Strathmore are really evi- 
dence of his greatness as a sire. Type and 
we mean the right type. Short legged, 
thickly made youngsters, with deep bodies, 
smooth from front to rear, well quartered 
and nice headed.

Of course all credit must not be given to 
the herd sire, for the cow herd is important, 
but we venture that the Krotz cow herd is 
better today with the many daughters of 
Evidence than it was before they secured 
this breeding bull.

Dear Fred and Staff: 

I note that my subscription for the Jour- 
nal is due, and I can’t be without it, so I 
will have to come across. I have been a 
reader for years, my father, E. R. Barnes, 
started with pure blood Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls in 1898. At that time we had every 
color of cows, long horned Texas, white fac- 
ed and some Durhams. First we bred for 
color and it took about 15 years to get all 
the spots off. In 1910 we bought three 
extra choice bulls from Charles Escher, Jr. 
and four from the McHenry herd. We mat- 
ed the choice heifers from these bulls to 
two choice bulls purchased from Walter 
Wilkenson of Prairie City. 

From that day to this we have sold at top 
prices and have had steers in the Grand 
Champion loads at the International several 
times, and in 1987 Howard Barnes had sev- 
en in the champion load. In the early days, 
when range was open, the big cattle outfits 
were sore as when we started black cat- 
tle, now they all would like to have a herd, 
and today we have scores of Aberdeen-An- 
gus herds in Cherry County, without ques- 
tion the best range cattle in the world and 
they do not fail in the feed lots. Lots of 
good black herds up the C. N. W. from 
Wood Lake, Nebraska to Erwin, then 
through central Cherry County clear across 
are some big herds along the Burlington 
R. R. from Seneca to the southwest corner 
of Cherry County.

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Poweshiek — 


By Forrest Breniman 


Poweshiek county is located in one of the 
richest agricultural centers in the heart of 
Iowa, sixty miles east of Des Moines and 
fifty miles west of Iowa City. 

Let us pause for a few minutes and make 
a brief survey of this fast-growing Aber- 
deen-Angus breeding center in Iowa. Dur- 
ing the last thirty-five years there have 
been assembled in this county many herds 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle, stemming from 
some of the best American and imported 
blood lines. From these herds, that have 
fast taken their places among the leading 
herds of America, there have been sent 
breeding cattle of top caliber to the begin- 
ners as well as established breeders in all 
parts of America as well as Canada. It 
has been the careful selection of herd sires 
from the choicest blood lines that has deve- 
loped these herds of outstanding ability, as 
well as winners in the show ring. 

February 23, 1937 marked one of the 
most important dates for Poweshiek County 
Aberdeen-Angus breeders, for it was on that 
day that twelve prominent Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle breeders assembled around a small 
table in Malcom, Iowa and organized a 
group that is known as the Poweshiek Coun- 
ty Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association. 
From time to time this group of active 
breeders met together to discuss their 
problems and plans together. 

On December 7, 1937, fourteen Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle breeders of Poweshiek County 
brought together fifty-three head of fine 
breeding cattle to what was known as the 
first county breeders sale to be held in 
Iowa. That was a very bad day as far as 
the weather was concerned, as a typical 
January blizzard was raging, keeping many 
over the state buyers away, but many of the 
local men advanced through the storm and 
by sale time the seats were all taken and 
many of the cattle sold at prices that people 
took advantage of and started a long want- 
ed herd of pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
of their own, several of these people living 
within the boundary of our own county. 
Others sat on the benches that day and 
realized the opportunity that this organiza- 
tion was offering to the young breeders. 

Since that sale day, December 7th, 1937, 
at least twelve new herds of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle have been started and added 
to the list of cattle breeders in Poweshiek 
County. One of the most recent additions 
to our list is that of William Tindall, located 
four miles southwest of Montezuma, Mr. 
Tindall has recently purchased the well 
know herd of breeding and show cattle of 
G. W. Ryke of Rose Hill, lowa. This herd 
consists of twelve breeding cows all bred to 
calve this spring and two yearling heifers 
besides three young bull calves. Mr. Tin- 
dall has a very promising young bull that 
he intends to use as a herd sire.

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First Iowa Sale

r day I drove down to see Adam 
= ang Po wanted to have the report 
of his sale in this issue of the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal and was not fortunate to 
have been able to attend his sale. Adam 
had the very first Aberdeen-Angus auction 
to be held in Iowa this year and when I 
drove into his yard he was standing by the 
windmill whistling, so I knew that he must 
have been pleased with the way the breed- 
ers had taken hold of his offering. ; 

It developed that he was only disappoint- 
ed in one thing, and that was that he did 
not have enough cattle listed, especially 
in the bull section of the sale, for there 
was a good demand for these good bulls, 
even though they were not fitted as highly 
as he would have liked to have had them. 

It seems that the Herbert Sale Barn, 
better known as the East End Barns at 
Marshalltown, Iowa, where the sale was 
held, would not seat the crowd, and the auc- 
tioneer, Col. C. G. Mason, said that it was 
the easiest sale that he had ever cried. The 
bidders knew what they wanted and were 
anxious to make their purchases and get 
the cattle home. Three anxious men from 
Aledo, Illinois, appeared rather late in the 
day, seems that they were picked up-by an 
lowa Patrolman just after they had crossed 
over into lowa, not for speeding, but flying 
too low and running past a stop sign. Well 
those things are bound to happen when 
breeders are in a hurry to buy some good 
cattle, but they did arrive in time to pur- 
chase quite a few of the tops from this sale. 

The only reason that some of the bulls 
failed to sell high was that they were too 
young, the older bulls ready for service 
feund a good market, selling at $175, $180, 
showing that there is a great demand for 
bulls of serviceable ages at this time. 
Iowa——— 

Another sale date claimed too late for the 
sale date columns already off the presses. 
None other than William Hansen & Sons, 
Dixon, Iowa, selling on June 21st following 
Tolan’s and Hamilton Brothers, who are 
selling on June 19 and 20 respectively.

those of our Victorian grandmothers. 

It seems that all a photographer needs to 
photograph a top notch Aberdeen-Angus is, 
a camera and fifteen bales of straw. Why 
must a really good Aberdeen-Angus be 
shown belly deep in straw? One suspects 
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A. G. Messer Highly Pleased 


that the person who started this custom had 
a really fine animal, you know, straight top 
line, wide, deep, short neck, etc., but the ani- 
mal had the legs of the giraffe; so this re- 
sourceful owner piles straw up to the ani- 
mal’s belly and takes his picture. See, he 
looks like an International grand champion 
now. 

I believe that it would be a commendable 
practice if Aberdeen-Angus breeders got in 
the habit of showing their cattle standing 
on a flat, clear surface. When I see an ani- 
mal pictured standing deep in straw, I have 
an insatiable curiosity about how far down 
into the straw his legs really go. We Ab- 
erdeen-Angus breeders do not need to be 
ashamed of the legs on our animals. As a 
breed our cattle are shorter legged and low- 
er down than any other breed. Let us show 
that fact, not hide it. Let us show the 
whole animal and not just part of him. Let 
us show him in his entirety and then we can 
judge the proportionate length of leg, a 
very important point. When the legs are 
not shown there is always the suspicion that 
the exhibitor is trying to hide something 
and maybe some times he is. 

In your January issue, compare the pict- 
ures of the superb Scotch animals on page 
thirteen with many of the straw and bull 
pictures in the same issue and see which is 
the most pleasing and which gives one the 
most accurate photograph. 

Of course, we know the idea behind pict- 
uring an animal knee deep in straw. It is 
to accentuate the shortness of leg. But 
does not this smack somewhat of trickery? 
Like putting the big apples on top of the 
barrel and the wormy and rotten ones on 
the bottom? Let us just boldly, honestly, 
and proudly put the entire animal out in 
front of the camera and just discard the 
straw.—John H. Kaney.
